Appellant is submitting a Petition for Revival of the instant application, along with a 
Corrected Appeal Brief. The abandonment of the application was entirely unintentional and 
occurred because the Notice of Non-Compliant Appeal Brief of December 15, 2006 was not 
forwarded to the undersigned attorney of record until after the six-month period had elapsed.
